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A VISIT TO THE CLOSING EXERCISES OF THE 
CANADIAN BIBLE SCHOOL

It was my happy privilege to attend 
the commencement service of the 
Canagian Bible School at Moose Jaw, 
Sask., on the evening of March 30, and 
be present with them in service 
through Easter. Several years have 
passed since I have been in that part 
of the country and there were some 
delightful surprises in store for me. 


The train on which I went to Moose 
Jgw was about two hours late, and I 
arrived at the commencement service 
after all the exercises had ended, and 
barely in time to deliver my message. 
The Spirit of the Lord was there, and 
it was a grand privilege to be present 
in such a service. The beautiful church 
building was packed with earnest wor- 
shipers, many of whom had traveled 
many miles to witness the graduation 
exercises. Seated on the platform with 
Assistant General Overseer H. L. 
Chesser and Provincial Overseer Wm. 
Pospisil, was an excellent group of 
talented young people, eagerly biding 
the time when they could get out into 
the expansive harvest fields and gath- 
er sheaves for the Master. 


The Church of God is making defi- 
nite and permanent progress in Sas- 
katchewan. They have a very comfort- 
able and beautiful church in Moose 
Jaw, of which Brother Mervyn Mc- 
Luhan is pastor, which was organized 
within the last two years. All the serv- 
ices from Friday night until Sunday 
night—three services daily—were well 
attended, taxing the building almost 
to capacity. It is apparent that the 
Church of God in that city is doing an 
excellent job and is taking the lead in 
spiritual matters. 

Brother McLuhan also carries on a 
radio broadcast over Station CHAB, 
which covers Saskatchewan, North 
Dakota, and Montana. A minute 
record is kept of all the cities and 
towns he has reached and from which 
he has had response, and to my sur- 
prise, as I looked over the large map of 
Saskatchewan, I discovered that al- 
most every town had a red dot by it, 
indicating that someone there had 
written to him, and in many cases had 
made inquiry into the doctrine of the 
Church and asked for someone to 
come and preach the full gospel mes- 
sage to them. This is a definite proof 
that Saskatchewan is a ready, field. 

The work of the Church of God 


there appears to be advancing on 2 
solid basis. They have purchased a 
beautiful, spacious, commodious school 
building, three stories above the 
ground and a full-size basement. It is 
an ideal place and a credit to the 
school. A school in that territory with 
a missionary vision is the solution to 
the problem of workers to visit needy 
towns that are calling for the gospel. 

For a provincial headquarters they 
have also purchased another very 
stately and modern home of about 
twelve rooms, which can be used to 
help house the faculty members as 
well as provide a home for the over- 
seer. 


It is not the buildings, however, 
which impresses one most. It is the 
consecrated pioneering spirit of the 
faithful ministers there. Excepting the 
overseer, Brother Pospisil, their faith- 
ful and competent leader, most of the 
ministers are natives of Saskatche- 
wan. They are few in number, but are 
very able men and are doing great 
things in evangelizing their own 
country. If Jesus tarries afew more 
years, we may expect the Church of 
God to make some great strides in 
that country.

In this era and days of world-wide 

crisis more than one person is asking 
the question, “What’s wrong with this 
old world anyway?” No more fitting 
answer can be found than what we 
ead in God’s Holy Word, 2 Tim. 3:1- 
. But again the question is asked, 
“What is the cause of all this, this war, 
bloodshed, and strife?” The Bible 
still holds the answer, wise men of 
this world are much at loggerheads 
in their plans for a solution and all 
their proposed remedies are without 
result. There is only ONE who knows 
what is wrong with the world—the 
ONE who made it. His inspired Scrip- 
tures tell all of the one remedy for 
the awful plight in which we find our 
world at this time. 

We hear a common statement so 
many times to explain something that 
just does not fit together or does not 
fit into the scope of things and so we 
say, “Out of place,” or, “Out of joint.” 
Truly our world is out of place in ex- 
actly four places. 

First, THE DEVIL IS OUT OF 
PLACE. That is why war rules the 
universe today. That is why the world 
is sick and getting sicker. Modernis- 
tic leaders have exploded the theory 
of a personal devil, they think, and 
all his hosts of darkness under his 
command. But not so. The devil is in 
the world, is a reality and certainly 


‘ controls countless millions. Many an 


evil person today is conscious of the 

fact that some strange unseen power 

works upon his sinful nature, some 

superior spirit of evil, pushing him 
to vice and crime that was repulsive 
his own unregenerate mind. 

The story of this great enemy of 
mankind runs from Genesis to Reve- 
lation. The Bible tells us that as we 
approach the time when the Savior 
will return in glory, the devil will in- 
crease his activities, for he knows he 
has but a short time. Rev. 12:12. Evil 
men and their ways will grow worse 
and worse until that day when the 
devil is. cast into the bottomless pit 
by the Lord Jesus Christ Himself.

deep-seated. At this time we hear 
much by radio and press of a post- 
war, lasting peace. Nothing is more 
foolish. There will not be nor can 
there ever be lasting peace until the 
Prince of peace Himself comes and 


‘establishes it. For the present, the 


only check on the power of sin is the 
gospel of Jesus Christ laying hold of 
the hearts of men and producing the 
experience of the: new birth. As for 
the great world order they talk about, 
it is doomed to fail, so long as the devil 
is out of his proper place, the bottom- 
less pit. 

The reformers have tried about ev- 
erything to bring unregenerate man 
under control. Sometimes it may have 
appeared they were making some 
progress. But in spite of all the best 
of schemes, the world is “getting no 
better fast.” Truly the devil must be 
first put in his place. 

Secondly, THE JEWISH PEOPLE 
ARE OUT OF PLACE. Some may think 
the dispersion of the sons of Abraham 
have nothing to do with the sickness 
of the world. They do not know that 
the Hebrew people are separated from 
the nations of the world for a very 
definite purpose. The call of God was 
fortified by the Abrahamic covenant. 
Certain promises were given to all de- 
scendants of Abraham. This covenant 
has never been revoked. 

The people of Israel are in disper- 
sion and distress because they failed 
to walk with God as this covenant re- 
quires. But the same Bible that pre- 
dicted their disobedience and disper- 
sion tells us that the day is coming 
when the remnant will mourn over 
their sins and will acknowledge the 
Messiah they once rejected. Many 
have already accepted the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and are members of His body. 

Let no one forget the fact that the 
land of Palestine is covenanted by 
God to the Jewish people. God’s Word 
also tells us that the world will have 
no peace until peace centers at Jeru- 
salem. That is looking forward to the 
day when the Jews from the four 
corners of the earth will turn back 
into the Holy Land of their fathers. 
The present Zionist movement with 
latest promises of the United Nations 
—that is, Britian and the United 


States—is without question a fulfill- 
ment of the prophecies of the Scrip- 
tures. Nations today are deliberately 
making the Jew the scabegoat for ev- 
ery national complaint, thinking to 
solve their economic problems by 
starving and driving out the Jews. 

But let it be definitely known, the 
Jew-hater is on the wrong track. They 
will walk into the pit they have dug 
for the Jew. The spirit of hatred and 
confusion will continue, until the 
Messiah, our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
King of Israel, comes forth in power, 
His feet standing on the mount of 
Olives, to establish Israel in the one 
place for which she is destined.

PLACE. The true Church, the true 
body of Christ, is a truly separated 
people who have been called out of this 
world into that vital relationship with 
the Lord Jesus Christ. This body can- 
not be confused with so-called 
Christendom of today or the Chris- 
tian religion of many. The real citi- 
zenship of the Christian is in heav- 
en. Out of the heavens the true child 
of God expects to see the Bridegroom 
coming to receive His own. The 
Church is to be transported to the 
New Jerusalem. When that day comes 
the judgment trumpets of God will 
sound out over the world of sin and 
it will pass into that fearful time 
called “the day of the Lord,” the 
“great tribulation.” When the Church 
or body of Christ is in her destined 
place around the throne in heaven, 
then Christ will move in mighty pow- 
er to put down the forces of evil and 
to take over the inheritance that is 
His as King of kings and Lord of 
lords. 

Fourth, and finauy, THE LORD JE- 
SUS CHRIST HIMSELF IS OUT OF 
PLACE. His destined place is on the 
throne of David. He is to have a visi- 
ble kingdom established in Jerusalem. 
If this is not true, then some of the 
plainest prophecies of the Bible will 
never have their fulfillment. Right- 
eousness and peace can never reign 
upon this earth until Christ rules 
from sea to sea. 

Carefully read Isaiah 9:6, 7, ana 
you will see that the promises of the 
universal reign of the Prince of peace 
is related to His setting up the throne 
of David so long fallen down. What- 
ever you may think about it, God will 
undertake to again set up the Davidic 
throne in Jerusalem on this earth. 

This is a definite promise made by , 
the angel of the Lord who appeared

Text: Titus 1:5-7, “For this cause 
left I thee in Crete, that thou should- 
est set in order the things that are 
wanting, and ordain elders in every 
city, as I had appointed thee: If any 
be blameless, the husband of one wife, 
having faithful children not accused 
of riot or unruly. For a bishop must 
be blameless, as the steward of God; 
not self-willed, not soon angry, not 
given to wine, no striker, not given 
to filthy lucre.” 


THE WORDS “BISHOP” AND 
“ELDER” ARE SYNONYMOUS 


According to Vine, Robinson, Sco- 
field, and many other writers, the 
words “elder” (presbuteros) and “bish- 
op” (episcopos) designate the same of- 
fice, the former referring to the man, 
the latter to a function of the office. 
In our text we have the words of the 
Apostle Paul to Titus. Matthew Henry, 
“Titus appears not to have been a 
fixed bishop.” It seemed as though he 
had been put in as an overseer over 
the large island of Crete. He was to set 
in order the things that were wanting 
and ordain elders in every city. Now 
we see by this that Titus him- 
self, an elder and bishop over many 
churches, was ordaining elders and 
making*them bishops or pastors of the 
local churches in different cities on 
the island. We can clearly see from 
this scripture, if. we had no other, that 
aman can be a bishop over a number 
of churches, or he can be a bishop over 
one local congregation. 


We clearly see from verse five in our 
text that the words “elder” and “bish- 
op” in verse seven are synonymous. 
Titus ordains them as “elders” in 
verse five, and clearly shows in verse 
seven that he is speaking of a “bish- 
op.” Adam Clarke said, “We have 
many proofs that bishops and elders 
were of the same order in the apostol- 
ic church. The Century Dictionary 
says, “A bishop in the early Christian 
church was a_ spiritual overseer, 
whether of a local church or a number 
of churches.” Webster’s Twentieth 
Century says, “In the _ primitive 
church, a spiritual overseer: an elder 
or a presbyter; one who had the 
pastoral care of a church,” Phil. 1:1. 
We have Paul’s letter to the church at 
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Philippi, which was the chief city of 
the eastern division of Macedonia, and 
was the first place in Europe to re- 
ceive the gospel. He is writing to the 
saints with the bishops and deacons. 
Here we see that the bishops or elders 
were serving as pastors over the local 
congregation. The word “bishops,” in 
the plural, implies that they could 
have had two or more in one church, 
as we have in the Church of God in 
some places today. Matthew Henry 
says, “These were all the offices which 
were then known in the church, and 
which were of divine appointment. 
The apostle, in the direction of his 
epistle to a Christian church, acknowl- 
edges but two orders, which he calls 
bishops and deacons. And whosoever 
shall consider that the same charac- 
ters and titles, the same qualifications, 
the same acts of office, and the same 
honor and respect, are everywhere 
ascribed throughout the New Testa- 
ment to those who are called bishops 
and presbyters (as Dr. Hammond and 
other learned men allow), will find it 
difficult to make them a different of- 
fice or distinct order of ministry in the 
scripture times.” Robertson says, of 
Philippians 1:1, “In the second cen- 
tury episcopos (Ignatius) came to 
mean one superior to elders, but not 
so in the New Testament. Yes, it was 
Ignatius that claimed the bishop was 
superior to that of an elder. And Igna- 
tius was the first one to call the 
Church of God the Catholic Church. 
The two New Testament church of- 
ficers are here mentioned (bishops or 
elders, and deacons). The plural is 
here employed because there was 
usually one church ina city with 
several pastors (bishops, elders) .” Note 
that he says it was not so in the New 
Testament times, that a bishop was 
superior to an elder, as also Adam 
Clarke’s, Matthew Henry’s, and many 
other commentaries and church his- 
tories tell us. 


‘Acts 20:28, “Take heed therefore un- 
to yourselves, and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghost hath made 
you overseers, to feed the church of 
God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood.” The Syriac reads, 
“Over which the Holy Spirit hath 
made you bishops, that you feed the 


church of God.” Adam Clark says, 
“Appointed you bishops; for so we 
translate the original word in most 
places where it occurs.” The office of 


a bishop is from God; a true pasto: ) 


only can fulfill this office. That bish- 
op and presbyter, or elder, were at 
this time of the same order. “These 
ministers are thus in Paul’s speech 
called elders (verse 17), bishops (verse 
28).” Vine says, “Episkopos,” lit., and 
overseer, whence Eng. “bishop,” which 
has precisely the same meaning, is 
found in Acts 20:28; Phil. 1:1; 1 Tim 
3:2; Titus 1:7; 1 Peter 2:25. Presbu 
teros, and elder, is another term for 
the same person as bishop or overseer. 
See Acts 20:17 with verse 28. The term 
“elder” indicates the mature spiritual 
experience and understanding of 
those so described; the term “bishop” 
or “overseer” indicates the character 
of the work undertaken. According to 
the divine will and appointment, as in 
the New Testament, there were to be 
bishops in every local church, Acts 
14:23; 20:17; Phil. 1:1; Titus 1:5; 
James 5:14. Here we clearly see again 
that Acts 20:28 and verse 17 clearly re- 
fer to bishops or elders serving as pas- 
tors of local churches. A bishop may 
not only serve in the capacity of Gen- 
eral Overseer, state or province, but 
according to the New Testament he . 
may serve as pastor of a local church, 
which we have clearly proven in this 
treatise. A bishop or elder may serve as 
an evangelist. 2 Tim. 4:5. Yea, he may 
even exhort and still be a bishop or an 
elder. 2 Tim. 4:2. But I do not mean 
that every evangelist or exhorter can 
qualify for a bishop or elder, as the 
Bible does not teach it that way. But 
I do mean, and the New Testament 
clearly teaches, that a bishop may 
serve in any of these places and still 
be a bishop.” 


WHO MAY BE A BISHOP 
OR ELDER? » 
Let us take the New Testament fo 
our answer. “This is ‘a true saying, If 
a man desire the office of a bishop, he 
desireth a good work. A bishop then 
must be blameless, the husband of one 
wife, vigilant, sober, of good behaviour, 
given to hospitality, apt to teach; Not 
given to wine, no striker, not greedy 
of filthy lucre; but patient, not a 
brawler, not covetous; One that ruleth 
well his own house, having his 
children in subjection with all grav- 
ity; (For if a man know not how to° 
rule his own house, how shall he take 
care of the church of God?) Not 
novice, lest being lifted up with pri 
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he fall into the condemnation of the 
devil. Moreover he must have a good 
report of them which are without; lest 
he fall into reproach and the snare of 
he devil.” Any man that is called of 
God and will meet these qualifications 
may be a bishop or elder, according 
to the New Testament. 

THE BISHOP’S QUALIFICATIONS 

FROM AN EDUCATIONAL 
STANDPOINT ‘ 

The Bible does not say how high a 
man is to go inacollege or theo- 
logical seminary or any other kind of 
school, but it does say a bishop must 
be apt to teach. Peter and John were 
fishermen and were unlearned and 
ignorant as far as the world is con- 
cerned, Acts 4:13, and, as Matthew 
Henry says, “they found they were of 
mean extraction, born in Galilee, that 
they were bred fishermen, had no 
learned education and had never been 
to any university, were not brought up 
at the feet of any of the rabbin, had 
never been conversant in courts, 
camps or colleges; nay, perhaps, talk 
to them at this time upon any point in 
natural philosophy, mathematics, or 
politics, and you will find they know 
nothing of the matter; and yet speak 
to them of the Messiah and His king- 
dom, and they speak with so much 
clearness, evidence, and assurance, so 
pertinently and so fluently, and are 
so ready in the scriptures of the Old 
Testament relating to it, that the most 
learned judge upon the bench is not 
able to answer them, nor to enter the 
lists with them. They were ignorant 
men—private men, men that had not 
any public character or employment; 
and therefore they wondered they 
should have such high pretensions. 
They were idiots (so the word signi- 
fies): they looked upon them with as 
much contempt as if they had been 
mere naturals, and expected no more 

| from them, which made them wonder 
: to see what freedom they took. We are 
told what made their wonder in a great 
measure to cease: they took knowledge 

of them that they had been with Je- 
sus.” Like the great D. L. Moody, 
Gypsy Smith, Uncle Bud Robinson, 
and numbers of our good bishops, they 
never had a chance to attain much 
education as far as book knowledge is 
concerned, but they had been with 
Jesus and had acquainted themselves 
with His Word, which is the Book of 

all books. Remember, the Bible says to 
“Study to shew thyself approved unto 

d, a workman that needeth not to 

\ e ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
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of truth,” 2 Tim. 2:15. God grant that 
we, the Church of God, never depart 
from the New Testament pattern. 
Now the more education we have, if it 
is the right kind, the better, if we let 
God use our knowledge to His glory. 
But let us remember that the learned 
Paul did not look down on Peter and 
John because they had neyer had the 
opportunity to sit at the feet of 
Gamaliel. 

HOW OLD DOES A MAN HAVE TO 

BE TO BE A BISHOP? 

Nowhere in the New Testament do 
we find how old one has to be to be a 
bishop if he has met the qualifica- 


' tions. Paul did say to Timothy, 1 Tim. 


4:12, “Let no man despise thy youth.” 
History says the Romans, in classing 
their people, divided their age into 
three periods: Childhood they limited 
to the age of seventeen; and youth, 
from that to forty-six; and old age, 
from that to the end of life. History 
claims that Timothy was about thirty- 
two at the time he was bishop. Some of 
my readers may say that Timothy was 
not a bishop. Those who might say he 
was nota bishop cannot find one 
scripture to prove he was not. While it 
is true that Paul told him to do the 
work of an evangelist (2 Tim. 4:5) 
that does not prove he was not a bish- 
op. In 1 Timothy 1:3 Paul told Timo- 
thy to abide still at Ephesus. Timothy 
was already at Ephesus when he re- 
ceived the request from Paul to stay 
on. In chapter five, verses 21 and 22 is 
Paul’s solemn charge to him. Paul tells 
him, “Never ordain any one hast< 
ily.” (20th C. V.) Moffatt’s V., “Never 
be in a hurry to ordain a presbyter.” 
Modern English V., “Never ordain any 
one hastily.” Matthew Henry, Adam 
Clarke, Pulpit Commentary, Robinson, 
and many others agree with these 
versions. We see from First and Second 
Timothy that Timothy is given full 
charge of the work and is put in 
over bishops or elders. Do you think 
the Apostle Paul would have put 
him in full charge of the work at 
Ephesus, and have given him author- 
ity to ordain bishops or elders when 
he wasn’t even one himself? To prove 
he was a bishop or elder Paul tells him 
not to be hasty in ordaining others. 
Chapter 5:20, 21, “Them that sin re- 
buke before all, that others also may 
fear. I charge thee before God, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and the elect 
angels, that thqu observe these things 
without preferring one before another, 
doing nothing by partiality.” Matthew 
Henry, “Here is a charge to him to 
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be careful of his office; and a solemn 
charge it is.” The Pulpit Commentary 
says of verse 22, ch. 5, “We must abide 
by the ancient interpretation of these 
words, that they mean the laying on 
of hands in ordination.” 

We will give a few quotations from 
church history proving that Timothy 
was abishop at Ephesus. Eusebius, 
“Timothy, indeed, is recorded as hav- 
ing first received the episcopate at 
Ephesus, as Titus also was appointed 
over the churches in Crete.” Cyclo- 
pedia of Religious Knowledge, “Timo- 
thy was the first bishop at Ephesus.” 
Smith’s Bible Dictionary, “According 
to tradition Timothy continued to act 
as bishop of Ephesus.” People’s Bible 
Encyclopedia, “Timothy continued to 
act as bishop at Ephesus.” 

Ante-Nicene Fathers, Vol. 7, page 478, 
“Timothy was ordained bishop of 
Ephesus by the apostle Paul.” Encyclo- 
pedia Brittannica, “On the basis of 
the epistles of Paul to Timothy, Timo- 
thy is traditionally represented as 
bishop of Ephesus.” Footnote in the 
Oxford New Testament, at the close 
of 2 Timothy, has this to say, “The 
second epistle unto Timotheus, or- 
dained the first bishop of the church 
of the Ephesians, was written from 
Rome, when Paul was brought before 
Nero the second time.” While Timothy 
was a young man, yet we clearly see 
from reading the scripture that he 
had the qualifications for a bishop or 
elder. The Bible teaches a bishop must 
not be a new convert. 


CONCLUSION: HOW MAY A 
BISHOP OR ELDER DEPART FROM 
HIS WORK AND OFFICE? 

“For the gifts and calling of God are 
without repentance.” Rom. 11:29. The 
gifts and calling that God has be- 
stowed upon us, them he will never re- 
voke. My dear reader,if you are a 
God-called, God-qualified bishop and 
elder, the only way in the Bible I can 
see for you to ever get out from this 
high honor that God has conferred 
upon you, would be to fall by trans- 
gression as Judas Iscariot. Acts 1:25. 
Amen.

This is a command that many con- 
sider of very little importance, but we 
should never consider God’s law as 
unimportant. This command means 
more than you or I may ever know. 
We might ask, What is an image or 
what kind of an image does He for- 
bid? Surely we can come to some con- 
‘clusion. Many express their opinion. 
Some go so far as to refuse to have a 
likeness of themselves made or beau- 
tiful carved furniture -and many 
things to beautify their home and add 
to their pleasure and enjoyment. The 
command in full will help us here so 
we quote, “Thou shalt not make un- 
to thee any graven image, or any like- 


ness of anything that is in heaven 
above, or that is in the earth beneath, 
or that is in the water under the 
earth: Thou shalt not bow down thy- 
self to them, nor serve them: for I the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God.” 
Webster defines an image as an ob- 
ject of ‘worship, image of a divinity or 
a god employed as an object of wor- 
ship, a person or thing greatly loved 
or adored. Smith implies that an im- 
age is anything used as an object of 
worship in place of the true God. We 
can have nice furniture and photo- 
graphs of friends and loved ones, but 
we dare not worship them.

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MY TRIP TO CENTRAL AMERICA 
(Continued from last issue) 


On Sunday, February 25, we left for 
Chuicaca. After going as far as we 
could inacar (to Pazite), the cars 
were locked up and left for someone to 
watch until our return. Such things 
as we were taking with us were loaded 
on donkeys and on the backs of a few 
of the precious Indian men who were 
there to help. We started up and down 
the hills, around the bluffs, and over 
the narrow path that led to Chuicaca. 
There were four of us, but only two 
mules, so we took turns riding. After 
about two hours we saw the church 
buildings on top of the hill. 

Chuicaca is a little town with its 
police department, churches, etc., high 
on the mountain top where neither an 
automobile nor an ox cart has ever 
been. There is no such thing as a road 
to it. Everything that is taken there is 
carried on the back of a donkey ora 
man. 

We were ahead of the Furmans and, 
after looking around the place and 
getting settled down, we heard a war 
whoop and a shout. We knew Sister 
Furman was on the grounds. 

The service that night was indeed 
glorious. You would not have suspect- 
ed, by looking at the people as 
they shouted and praised God, that 
some of them had walked ninety, one 
hundred and some of them about one 
hundred and fifty miles to get there. 
Of course, special arrangements were 
made for the missionaries so we fared 
far better in every way than the na- 
tives. There were only eleven of us in 
a small room.I had the privilege of 
sleeping on the dining table. People 
usually prefer to have their dining 
tables made of hardwood but that was 
one time I would have been glad if the 
table had been made of softwood. 
However, I guess it would not have 
made very much difference as the 
fleas insisted that I turn over quite 
frequently anyway and I suppose I 
would have yielded to their insistence 
had I been on a beauty rest mattress. 

Truly it was wonderful to see more 
than a thousand of these precious 
people gathered here, who knew noth- 
ing of the comforts of this life. The 
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large majority, possibly, had never had 


’ shoes on their feet. As they sang and 


worshiped God, the presence and 
power of the Almighty would come 
down in the.tabernacle, wave after 
wave of glory would sweep over, and 
you could see the glory of God shin- 
ing on their faces. One day, when all 
the male workers were together in a 
special business meeting, adjusting 
some little matters, the presence of 
God came down. Everybody seemed to 
love everybody else a little extra 
special. I noticed Brother G. L. Stil- 
well, who was with us at the confer- 
ence, with his long arms reaching out 
and hugging three or four of those 
little “Guatemaltecos” at one time, 
while these brethren with their little 
short arms were at a disadvantage 
and could only hug one at a time. 

A large part of the tabernacle did 
not have benches but this made it 
more convenient since in most of the 
Indian homes there are no chairs. ff, 
perchance, there is one chair, of 
course the man uses it and the wom- 
an sits on the ground, therefore the 
women preferred sitting flat on the 
floor. Then, too, much of the space 
was used for those who were standing, 
because more people could crowd in by 
standing than by sitting. The place 
was crowded to the limit. 

There was singing, preaching, pray- 
ing, and testifying in Spanish and in 
the Indian dialects, but I am sure God 
understood it all. I think one of the 
most beautiful sights I have ever seen 
was that group of Indians with their 
homemade clothes, including all the 
colors of the rainbow. The Indian 
women, with their babies tied on their 
backs with their shawls (rebosos), 
shouted and praised God while the 
babies played with the long plaits of 
coal-black hair with various bright- 
colored woolen strands woven into it. 
Of course, some people would have 
complained about the fog of dust that 
came up while the people were shout- 
ing, but the presence of God which 
was felt was sufficient to make up for 
the inconvenience of the dust. 

The pastor, Don Baltazar, who is in 
charge of the local church at Chuicaca, 
took it upon himself personally to see 
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that the missionaries were taken’ care 
of, and, not only us but that everyone 
on the place was properly served. I do 
not know when he managed to do any 
sleeping. He was there late at night 
and early in the morning. His great- 
est delight was to see that everyone 
was made as comfortable as possible. 
When you are filled with the presence 
and power and glory of God you can 
enjoy the black coffee, black beans, 
and tortillas for breakfast, dinner, and 
supper or even for midnight lunch. I 
am informed that many of the women 
worked all night long grinding corn 
and patting out tortillas and getting 
ready for breakfast in the morning. 

There were three big kitchens. The 
largest one was about 24 by 30 feet, 
had one door and no windows, and no 
light in the kitchen except what came 
through the one door. This one was 
also used as an exit for all the smoke 
which, of course, kept the flies from 
coming in. They had dug long trenches 
and built their fires in them and the 
pots sat on top of the trenches. There 
were six large pots which would aver- 
age twenty-five gallons or more each. 
In these they cooked beans, tamales, 
and other things, and, sometimes, 
many things in the same pot. There 
were three pots for coffee. One would 
hold about twenty-five gallons, and 
the other two about thirty-five gallons 
each. Of course, there were many 
other pots for beans, etc. When one 
thinks of cooking for that many peo- 
ple with only the conveniences they 
have, he begins to realize the enor- 
mous job he has on his hands. Some 
of the most modern equipment that I 
saw were gourds to dip the beans from 
the pots. 

Another odd thing about these 
services was that while children were 
there in abundance there was no 
problem about keeping them quiet or 
making them behave themselves. They 
sat quietly during the service or 
joined in clapping their hands and 
singing. One never sees them playing, 
running in and out or around the 
church during services, although the 
services last for hours. Of course, in 
this case, they could not have run

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The Cost of Calvary 
(St. John 16:20) 
, Marianas Islands 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, that 
ye shall weep and lament, but the 
world shall rejoice: and ye shall be 
sorrowful; but your sorrow shall be 
tugned into joy.” 

Dear people of God, this subject, 
“The Cost of Calvary,” is just a plain 
subject, but there are some things 
which might bring forth your faith 
and be of honor to God. 

Today we can see the end coming to 
this dreadful world of war. Probably 
some of you have lost a son, a brother, 
a sweetheart, or a husband. You have 
felt the worst sting of this war. If you 
haven’t, thank the Lord that he, who- 
ever it may be, as mentioned above— 
son, brother, sweetheart, or husband— 
is alive today. Many unfortunate 
parents will suffer these hardships. 


You say, “Well, what is he driving 
at? He is just saying a lot of words 
which are true but meaningless to 
me.” Yes, maybe these words. are 
meaningless to you, but here is the 
meaning. In John 16:20 we find the 
text, “Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
that ye shall weep and lament, but 
the world shall rejoice: and ye shall be 
sorrowful; but your sorrow shall be 
turned into joy.” 

I say unto you, that ye shall weep 
and lament. Our Lord was talking to 
His disciples and explaining what He 
meant. St. John 16:16, “A little while 
and ye shall not see me: and again, 
a little while, and ye shall see me, be- 
cause I go to the Father.” This is what 
Jesus was saying to them just a lit- 
tle before His crucifixion. 

Getting on with the main part of 
this subject, “Ye shall weep and la- 
ment.” Have you ever had the experi- 
ence of kissing a son or sweetheart 
off to war, not. knowing where he was 
going or whether you would ever see 
him again? and you tried to keep 
from weeping, but in those eyes, which 
just a few hours before you saw happi- 
ness glowing forth, now (which we 
must expect) tears of sorrow are flow- 
ing out and as he says, “Mom, I’m 
coming back,” new light shines forth. 
Your sorrow turns to joy at these 
words of encouragement. 
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Now my mind goes back to where 
the Lord says in St. John 14:2, 3, “In 
my Father’s house are many man- 
sions: If it were not so, I would have 
told you. I go to prepare a place for 
you. And if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and receive 
you unto myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also.”

Do you think that God lacks the pow- 
er to do all that He has promised to 
do? I certainly do not. 

How blessed to know on the au- 
thority of God’s Word that the day 
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of the Lord is coming—and I believe 
it near at hand—when the 4evil will 
be put in his proper place; when the 
Jewish people will be in that land 
for which their souls cry out and in 
their proper place; when the Church 
will be caught up to be forever with 
the Lord, and when the King whose 
right it is to reign will rule on the 
throne of David. All in their proper 
place! 

Note, my friend, “He which testified 
these things saith, Surely I come 
quickly. Amen. Even so, come Lord 
Jesus.” Amen.

mand must surely have reference to 
the outward act of worship of an 
image. You will find heathen that bow 
to images made with hands, such ‘as 
pictures of Mary or Christ, crosses, 
stones, or many different things. A 
heathen is considered a person with- 
out God, for one with God is not a 
heathen, therefore, does not worship 
images or idols. While the worship of 
God involves both the internal belief 
and the external act, it does not prove 
that we have to bow before an image. 
Our God is a live, all-powerful God, 
and does not bless a powerless or dead 
idol. : 

“Thou shalt not make thou 
shalt not bow down thyself to them or 
serve them” indicates the principal 
purpose of the heathen. God is wor- 
shipped in spirit and in truth. God 
must be honored above all. A man 
must be greater than anything he is 
able to make. There is no image that 
man can make that is sacred or can 
help you in sore distress, or speak any 
word of comfort and cheer. God 
speaks through His Word and Spirit 
and in many ways. His invitation is, 
“Come unto me, andI will give you 
rest. Behold I stand at the door and 
knock. If any man hear my voice and 
open the door, I will come in to him, 
and will sup with him and he with 
me.” Images do not speak out an in- 
vitation to man to come. This com- 
mand is somewhat closely aligned with 
the first one, “Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me.” Keep filled 
with the Spirit to keep yourself from 
idols. 1 John 5:21.

around much since there was not room 





for them to stir. 

There was one prominent brother, 
Don Cruz, whom they depended on to 
take care of all irregularities. I must 
say that he was very efficient. If there 
was a disturbance of any kind, he 
would quietly make his way to it, and 
you would never know he was settling 
any trouble, whether it was someone 
disturbing the service or some fleshly 
manifestation. He went about it in 
such a careful and diplomatic manner 
that it was all taken care of unnoticed, 
unless you were especially watching 
him. If it was a case of the men and 
women getting too close together as 
they shouted and prayed for one who 
was seeking, until they were getting 
against each other, if you were not 
observing closely, you would think 
that Don Cruz was merely going in to 
help them pray for the person and to 
join in the shout. He never created a 
scene on such occasions. 

Another peculiarity about the meet- 
ings is that they never have an altar 
service. Of course, there is no room 
for one. When the power begins to fall 
the people start seeking God, and you 
will just see them~ praying for the 
seekers all over the building. Really, 
the entire tabernacle is an altar serv- 
ice. 

Apparently, some of the happiest 
people in the conference were some 
converts from Naguala where a couple 
of years ago a white man did not dare 
let the sun go downon him. Now, 
thank God, they can go there and 
preach the gospel unharmed. 

The conference at Chuicaca will re- 
main as a bright spot in my memory 
as long as I live.
